Galveston, Tex., Sept. 14—Four hun- 


•dred bodies, mostly of women and chil- 
dren, were given to the flames today. 
They were unrecognizable and had been 
gathered from the surf, from houses, and 
the ruins of asylums. 


All idea of a systematic count of the 


dead having been abandonded, the citi- 
zens and relief committees are at work 
trying to restore order and anticipate 
pestilence. 
- The most pressing needs of the desti- 
tute living have been attended to, and 
•all those'who cannot assist in the work 
of saving the remainder of the city are 
being shipped to the mainland and from 
there taken by train to Houston. 


All Robbery Stopped 


Looting and robbery is practically all 


stopped by the arrival of regulars, who 
are acting under strict order and will 
allow no trifling. 


Estimates made by men familiar with 


the town figure 1,300 acres as the area 
that has been wrecked and which will 
have to be rebuilt almost entirely. 


The bridges from the island to tfie 


mainland are complete wrecks. Some 
parts of the railroad bridges may be 
used for new structures, but the wagon 
bridges are gone for good. 


The churches of' the city 
suffered 


heavily and nearly all of them will need 
rebuilding.

pressing surprise at the action of the 
McKinley administration in making pre- 


1 pnratiocs to have a constitutional con- 


vention in Cuba, which will be held 
some time this fall, i.and 
which will 


frame an independent government for 
the Cubans, ' Europe, judging 
the 


"United States by itself, assumed that 


- Cuba would be held by this country 


permanently. 
Leading journals in Lon- 


tlon, Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg and 
other foreign political centers have been 
-saying all alpng thaf Cuba henceforth 
would be an American dependency. 


The St. Lotfis Globe Democrat argues 


that this shows that 
the American 


people, especially the dominant republi- 
can portion of them, are not quite ao 


- well understood in the Old World as 
they ought to be. The American .people 
promised, in the action taken by con- 
gross which formally recognized 
the 


existence of war with Spain, that ;Cuba 
would be permitted to form an inde- 
pendent government for itself 'after it 
was emancipated from Spanish rule, and 
the republican aiministratfon, with the 
sanction of: the 
republican party, as 


expressed in the platform of its national 
convention, is going to carry .out that 
pledge in its letter and spirit. 
If the 


Cubans, in taking action on the work 
of their convention, decide in 
favor of 


independence, the American troops will 


• probably be out of the 
island by the 


early part of 1901. 


Of 
course, there is a chance that 


Cuba will 
eventually become United 


States territory. In the first place, it is 
not absolutely certain that R majority of 
the Cuban voters will declare for inde- 
pendence, though the probability is that 
they will. In the second place, the com- 


•> ing independent government, if one is 


erected, may not please the .majority of 
the Cubans, and in that case it will be 
easy for them to vote for annexation, as 
the Hawaiians did. In any case. Amer- 
ican influence will always be powerful, in 
Cuba. Practically the whole of the 
American residents of'Cuba want annex- 
ation now. An immense majority of the 
Germans, English,-Trench and other 


i foreigners in Cuba stand with the Amer- 


icans on this issue. Probably a majority 
of the Spanish residents of the island 
do also. The business interests of Cuba 
will always, favor the American connec- 
tion. Independence for Cuba is probable 
at the outset, and then if independence 
proves to be a failure, as it has been in 
some of the other Latin -American coun- 
tries, the Cubans will have a ready way 
of making this fact known to the world 
and of joining the American republic, 
The United States will always be readv 
to receive them.

curs more wood is thrown on the fire, 
until nothing -but whitened bones re- 
main on the ashes. These bones are 
being collected and will be buried in 
one grave. 


Forty Bnrlerl In One Trench. 


Forty bodies were gathered on the 


beach, a sand trench dug, which was 
lined with 
wood. The 
dead 
were 


placed on the wood and then covered 
with debris and saturated with 
oil. 


•The trench was next set on fire and 
kept burning until all was consumed. 
There is little burning on. the 
bay 


side, as it is 
considered 
dangerous. 


Piles of wreckage still remain on that 
Bide, from which comes the nauseating 
stench of the dead.. deneral M-cki'bben, 
who introduced the burning, 
favors 


setting fire to the wrecks on the bay 
side and taking a chance that the fire 
•will not spread. The dead have nearly 
all been collected from the central por- 
tion of the city. The western portion, 
the beach, and Virginia Point are still 
giving up victims. The general impres- 
sion is that almost 500 of the bodies 
buried at sea have been washed back 
upon the beaches. These bodies' will 
probably keep coming back for weeks, 
as not one-half were tossed overboard 
•with weights. Between Virginia Point 
and Texas City, on the mainland, the 
dead are still coming- in with the .surf. 
The Houston committee which has had 
charge of the burial reports that fully 
200 bodies are still in the surf between 
these two points. 


The condition of' the destitute has 


improved during the last twenty-four 
hours. Food, ice and 
disinfectants 


have come in. Coffee, bread and bacon 
have been distributed. The government 
tents and rations from San Antonio 
'arrived at Texas City, but owing to the 
lack of transportation have not yet 
reached Galveston. 
The tents will be 


pitched upon the 'beach, far

conditions there: , 


"Houston, Tex., Sept. 13.—Adjutant- 


General, Washington: Arrived at Gal- 
veston at 6 p. m., having been ferried 
across bay in a yawl boat. It is im- 
possible to adequately describe the 
conditions existing. The storm began 
about 9 a. m. on Saturday and con- 
tinued with constantly increasing vio- 
lence until after midnight. 


"The island was 
ifiunclated;

height of the tide was from 11 to 13 
feet. The -wind was a cyclone. With 
few exceptions every building in the 
city is injured. Hundreds are entirely 
destroyed.

I N V E N T I O N OF PAPER. 


Chinamen Made It In th« First Century 


of Uio Christlnu Kra. 


•Paper was first manufactured by the 


Chinese in the flrst century A. D. Up 
to that time they wrote on thin slips 
of bamboo, .the instrument employed 
feeing not a pen or brush, but a point- 
ed tool. The books of these ancient 
days were made by.cutting the bam- 
boo, after removing the bark, into thin 
sheets, which were strung together so 
as to compose a fairly compact.though 
•clumsy, 
volume. 
Later1 on it was 


found better to pound the bamboo to a 
paste in a mortar together with water, 
and the resulting substance was spread 
upon a flat surface to dry. This, in 
fact, was the first paper, in the modern 
acceptance of the term, though 
the 


Egyptian papyrus, made from a kind of 
reed that grew along the banks of the 
Nile, antedated it by^several centuries. 
After a' while the manufacture of this 
paper was improved by adding to it 


' Bilk and .other materials.' The Tartars 


borrowed the art, substituting cotton, 
which was plentiful in''their country, 
and from them the Arabs acquired it, 
using linen instead of cotton. It was 
In this way that paper-making was 
first brought into Europe, being intro- 
duced by the Arabs.
